McAdoo declared that-He had reached 
his decision after discussion with the 
federal reserve board and because of 
emergency conditions in the south, in 
the.belief that the 
opening 
of

banks will be helpful there, and will 
benefit business In all sections of the 
country. 


In n. statement issued last night, the 


.secretary made it clear that under the 
new system 
the federal 
government 


will be able by deposits from (he gen- 
eral fund of Ihe treasury in reserve 
banks to aJd producers of staples. The 
new reserve requirements 
operative 


after the banks are opened, he pointed 
out, will release more than ?400,000,000 
of money now held by national banks 
as reserves, and will add greatly to the 
loaning power of the batik. 


The statement in part follows: 
"I have determined-to announce on 


the 16th (lay of November. 1!U4, 
the 


establishment of Ihe Federal Reserve 
banks In. all the federal reserve dis- 
tricts. On that date the :ie\v reserve 
requirements for national 
banks,, as 


prescribed by the act, will become op- 
erative.

Cotton Situation 


"I am Impelled to this decision par- 


ticularly because of the emergent con- 
ditions in the south and the conlident 
belief that the prompt opening of the 
reserve banks will be very helpful to

after a, thorough discussion with my 
associates on (ho federal reserve board, 
.rho are co-operating cordially with 
me, and also after full consideration 
of (he views expressed by the directors

the federal reserve board. 


"I am fully aware of 
the physical 


difficulties that must be. overcome to 
set the reserve banks In motion on the 
IGth of November, but (he directors of 
these banks represent the highest de- 
gree of American hanking ability, and 


I am sure that not only can they meet 
the situation, but that they will cheer- 
fully take up the (ash In the same fine 
spirit of public service which animated 
their discussions at the Washington 
conference. 


Wnr Revenue Measure 


"As the result of the enactment of 


the war revenue measure, the parity 
between receipts and disbursements of 
the treasury' will soon be happily re- 
stored. This will make it possible for 
the treasury (o render still greater ser- 
vfce than it has already rendered in 
helping the financial situation in the 
south and In other parts of the country 
where the need has appeared. 


"The prompt opening of the Federal 


Reserve banks will make (lie assist- 
ance of the treasury doubly powerful,

LONDON. Oct. 
26, 9.55 a, m.—As 


claimed by Berlin and acknowledged 
by Paris, tho Germans

Projectiles hurled from tho land, the 
sea and the air are sweeping this Hat,
